1 Applicant petitions pursuant to 37 CFR §1 .47 that the examination of the above- 
identified patent application proceed in the absence of a Declaration signed by the 
inventor therein. 

2. Diligent effort was made to reach the inventor Dz-Ching Ju. 

In particular, a letter was mailed to Mr. Ju at his last known address of 1078 
Robbia Drive, Sunnyvale, CA 94087 on 23 March 2001 which included a Declaration 
and Assignment as well as a self-addressed, pre-paid FedEx envelope.
